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The proposed amendment raises new issues that would require further search, consideration and 
examination with respect to new claims 26-33. Applicants have added claims to new methods of 
inhibiting a benign or dormant tumor from changing into a malignant tumor and of inhibiting genetic 
alteration of a tumor from a benign or dormant tumor to a malignant tumor. Genetic alterations are 
changes in the nucleotide sequences of genes. No gene sequences are provided in the specification. 
Thus, there is no evidence in the specification that administering gliadin-coated SOD inhibits changes in 
nucleotide sequences. As for inhibiting benign or dormant tumors from changing into malignant ones, as 
noted, this method requires new searches, consideration and examination. 

Regarding the pending claims, Applicants assert that the claimed invention is not obvious 
because the cited art does not disclose that SOD combined with gliadin inhibits the malignant 
progression, genetic alteration or change of a benign or dormant tumor to a malignant one. The inhibition 
of malignant progression by administering SOD or SOD combined with gliadin (as well as the advantages 
of coating the SOD with gliadin), which is the method of the pending claims, as disclosed by the prior art 
are discussed in the previous Office actions. The other two methods were not previously claimed and are 
discussed above. 

Regarding the word "progression," Applicants note that they have enclosed an excerpt from the 
book Holland/Frei's Cancer Medicine . The underlined sentence states that the initiation and progression 
of human neoplasia involves the accumulation of genetic changes in somatic cells. But, this sentence 
does not address the conversion from the benign state to the malignant state or the dormant state to the 
malignant state. The column in which this sentence appears is related to the discovery of oncogenes and 
deals only with malignant cells and tumors. This column does not indicate how many genetic changes 
(nucleotide sequence changes) it takes and in which genes they must occur to convert a benign or 
dormant cancer cell to a malignant cell.
